THE MIRROR OF HEAVEN 
N SPIRITUAL consciousness we see ourselves as 
God sees us. The veil, the mist, that hides our 
real countenance is lifted. When we behold our- 
selves in the mirror of heaven, we think of ourselves 
as changed; yet we have seen only that which exists 
in Truth and in the sight of God. “We all, with un- 
veiled face beholding as in a mirror the glory of 
the Lord, are transformed into the same image.” We 
look into the mirror of heaven and behold ourselves 
as we exist in the sight of God. We see the real 
of ourselves even as He sees us. 

Those who do not know Truth and have no 
spiritual vision often question the vision of those 
who see only good where to human sense there ap- 
pears to be none. They question the actuality of 
man’s likeness to God. They think of man as a 
thing of ignorance, disease, fear, and failure. They 
do not behold him in the mirror of heaven. 

The metaphysical healer has so disciplined and 
trained himself that he can easily see the image and 
likeness of God where others would see man as a 
thing of sense and disease. Jesus was able to heal 
because He continually directed His thought and 
vision through the mirror of heaven. He saw men 
in their perfection, divested of all adverse thought. 
He saw health where others saw the appearance of 
disease. Healing was a simple process for Him be- 
cause His thought and vision were not affected by 
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the adverse beliefs of the race. 

At first we “see in a mirror, darkly; but then 
face to face.”” At first we do not get a clear picture 
of how we look in God’s sight; then we behold 
His countenance before us and discover that it is 
the reflection of ourselves: face to face: facing God, 
facing ourselves. In the mirror of heaven we be- 
hold the likeness of God and come to realize that 
we see ourselves. 

Many persons simply see themselves as they are 
seen by the eyes of sense, according to appearances 
in the world. They do not know Truth and conse- 
quently have not beheld themselves in the mirror 
of heaven. They have not seen God face to face. 
They have not looked into the mirror of heaven 
and beheld their likeness to God. 

Man is the “reflection” or meditation of God. 
God reflects upon the idea of perfect man and as a 
result man appears. God meditates upon something 
like Himself and His creation comes to view as per- 
fect man. Man in disease finds himself healed be- 
cause God’s meditation about him is more power- 
ful than the negative thought he holds about him- 
self. 

The mirror of heaven has no counterpart in the 
physical world. Such a mirror is entirely spiritual 
and mental. Looking into it, we see the spiritual 
reality of that which is before it. Looking into it, 











we do not see ourselves as we appear in the sight of 
men but as we exist in the sight of God. We see 
God's reflection, His meditation. 

You are looking in a glass darkly when you be- 
hold yourself from the standpoint of appearances. 
Your darkened thought, your ignorance of the mind 
of God, causes you to fail to see the reflection of ' 
God. If you are not in the consciousness of God, 
in spiritual consciousness, you cannot see His reflec- 
tion; you cannot think with God, you cannot think 
His thoughts. If you would behold His reflection 
about you, you must be in spiritual consciousness. 
You must live in that higher realm where only 
thoughts of Truth have being and reality. 

When you cannot behold good, God invites you 
to look into the mirror of heaven. He asks you to 
reflect with Him, to pray. He shares His meditations 
and reflections with you. He causes you to look into 
the mirror of heaven and to see yourself as the image 
and likeness of His light, life, and love. He holds 
before you the mirror of Truth and shows you your- 
self from the standpoint of Truth. You look into 
His mind and there behold what He is thinking. 
You see His mind reflecting upon perfect man and 
come to the startling realization that you are none 
other than the perfect idea of man in visibility and 
tangibility. The mirror of heaven shows us some- 
thing that the world cannot show us.

We go forth with sureness, cer- 
tainty that can know no defeat. When we use the 




















Truth, we know that even though it seems to be 
small, we have ‘‘a reason concerning the hope that 
is’ in us. 

Students of practical Christianity seek to come 
into the possession of “‘all riches of the full assur- 
ance of understanding, that they may know the mys- 
tery of God, even Christ, in whom are all the treas- 
ures of wisdom and knowledge hidden.” Through 
understanding Truth, they get the consciousness of 
full assurance and reasonable certainty. They seek 
that confident assurance which cannot be shaken even 
in times when it needs to be depended upon for 
their salvation from evil, disease, fear, and failure. 

The words of an old hymn come to us, and from 
them comes the assurance that we can depend upon 
God: 

“All else is changing, 

Thou alone art sure.” 
Through an experience of change and insecurity, we 
need to turn to God for security and certainty. 
Changes will always be for the best if we realize the 
Truth, if we have within our consciousness the as- 
surance that God the good prevails as the presence 
of our good. 

Today do you have a reasonable certainty, a con- 
fident assurance in your consciousness that the pres- 
ence and power of God prevail in your world? If 
something other than God appears upon the horizon 








of your world, can you be certain that there is still 
naught but God on your horizon? If the thought 
and form of disease appears, can you still maintain 
a reasonable certainty that God, the good, is still 
the only presence and power? If fear and failure 
loom up before you, can you still hold to the full 
assurance of the courage and providence of your Fa- 
ther ? 

If some one appears in your life with what ap- 
pears to be the power to limit or destroy your hap- 
piness and progress, can you still with reasonable cer- 
tainty hold to the high Truth that God is the only 
being, existence, reality, and presence in your world ? 
His is the being, existence, reality, and presence of 
your own visible and tangible joy and success. This 
is the omnipresence and omnipotence of God. 

God alone is sure and certain. The truth about 
your good, your joy, your health, and your progress 
alone is certain in God’s world of eternal verities. 
The presence of God within you inspires you to feel 
this reasonable certainty, this confident assurance. 
In order to feel and sense all this, you must no 
longer feel anything contrary to God, disloyal to His 
Truth. 

The presence and power of God within and about 
you can be relied upon in your experience as much 
today as they could when Jesus was visible to all 
men centuries ago. 
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STONE WALLS 


M ANY, many are the persons who feel that 
their very existence is hemmed in by stone 
walls, walls erected and maintained by other 
persons, walls to limit or prevent progress or ex- 
pression, walls that cannot be broken down or sur- 
mounted. How often the individual in time of de- 
feat or discouragement recognizes not his own short- 
comings but the quickened efforts of others to impede 
his advancement! How often he sees walls in the 
world of objectivity when they are but walls in his. 
own consciousness! 

Paul declared that Jesus ‘brake down the middle 
wall of partition.” We can think of this wall as. 
whatever adverse thought seems to separate us from 
peace, from life in its fullest expression, from the 
continuance of our good, from the path upon which 
are revealed to us our joy, health, love, and suc- 
cess. We can think of this stone wall as being 
a wall that others appear to erect in front of us, a 
wall that we break down only when we ascend to 
that higher consciousness of Truth which knows no 
limitation. This is the wall that the Christ breaks 
down for us. In His consciousness, in Truth, there 
are no divisions, no separations, no hindrances, no 
obstacles. 

The hard, flinty walls that others seem to erect 
for us are walls that we think we are not respon- 
sible for, walls that we admit to ourselves are be- 





power when we believe that in our own life and 
world they have power to erect walls against us. 
We find that the person seemingly without a knowl- 
edge of his own inner power is the first one to say 
that others are the cause of his failure and defeat. 

The middle wall of partition that seems to part 
us from our good is but a dividing line between un- 
applied Truth and the possibilities of its application. 
The world of God knows no walls for man. Man 
is created free from all limitation and hindrance. 
Only his own benighted thought can create in mind 
the forms of walls and later label them the handi- 
work of external power and malice. 

The first wall to be broken down in conscious- 
ness is the adverse belief that other persons or powers 
have the ability to erect a stone wall or wall of parti- 
tion. Teachers of metaphysical Truth know that 
for many persons this is the greatest obstacle and the 
obstacle that interferes with their happiness and suc- 
cess. In fact, many persons live in the consciousness 
that they are virtually prisoners behind walls that 
relatives, neighbors, and employers erect around 
them. 

Christ the Truth breaks down walls by giving 
us such a consciousness of freedom and expansion 
that all walls must go down before our expanding 
consciousness. Truth causes us to have wider hori- 





yond our power to destroy. We give other persons 
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zons. We exchange a narrowing world for one with- 
out walls and limitations when we let Truth have 
free action in our consciousness. We lose sight of 
the old belief that other persons can limit us when 
we keep our whole attention centered upon Truth. 

Have you begun to grasp the mighty truth that 
there are no stone walls, no walls of partition in 
your life? Do you not see that you are free, that 
others cannot enslave you, that God has given you 
freedom throughout all time? God does not per- 
mit His creature, the creature in whom He continues 
to abide, to remain limited. God is freedom. His 
creation must be freedom expressed. If He had 
given His creatures power to limit one another, He 
would have created a world of bondage. His world 
would be hell. 

If you would get rid of what seems to be walls, 
you must cease to think in terms of walls. You 
must keep the Truth of Christ about your freedom 
so firmly fixed in mind that there is neither time 
nor place for thoughts of walls. You must become 
so engrossed in thinking the Truth about your own 
command of your life through Christ that you rise 
out of the darkened belief that some person or power 
external to you has power over you. 

If you would be free from what appears to be 
walls that others erect for you, you must be free 
from all disposition to erect walls for others.
